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AVIA TOR CODY 
FALL OF CRAFT IN ENGLAND 


KILLED BY 


—— 


Spectacular Soldier of Fortune Dies With Pas- 
senger on Aldershot Army Field in View 
of His Two Sons. 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—Col. F. S. Cody, 
the famous Anglo-American aviator, 
was killed in an aeroplane accident at 


Aldershot today. Cody was trying a new 
aeroplane. In the machine with him was a 
passenger named Evans, who also was 
killed. 

They were flying over the open coun- 
try, most of which is Government land, 
in the Aldershot district, and just had 
reached the Government house when 
their aeroplane, at an altitude of 200 or 
bony feet, began traveling badly and final- 
ly fell to the ground. Several officials 
rushed, to the spot and found the bodies 
of Cody and Evans lying beneath the 
aeroplane. 

Cody’s neck was broken 40 both of 
Evans’ legs were fractured in the fall. 
Cody’s sons, Leon and Frank, were eye 
witnesses of the accident, which was at- 


tion, the body of the craft praying too 
heavy for the wings. The machine, they 
Say, appeared to crumple up, the wings 


structure collapsing. 

Cody was the most interesting figure 
in aviation in the British Isles. He was 
@ real soldier of fortune with a varied 
career behind him. He was well known 
to the public in England and very popu- 
‘lar. He wore a sombrero, a long mus- 


tache, an imperial and long hair and 
was almost an exact replica of “Buf- 
falo Bill.” 

He came to England a number of 
years ago from the United States, where 
he had been a cowboy in the West. He 
had a severe struggle to obtain a start 
in England. After living precariously 
for a while he attracted the attention 
of the experts in the British War Office 
on account of his display of natural 
gifts of construction, particularly in 
aerial machines. He was said to be 
able to build anything in the way of 
a flying machine or balloon. 

His first experiments were made with 
box kites. These he developed on the 
British military training grounds at 
Aldershot, where 30,000 of the finest 
troops in the British army always are 
kept in readiness to march at a mo- 
ment’s notice on any expedition. He 
achieved such success with his kites 
that the British War Office attached 
him to its aviatron staff. 

His theatrical appearance and methods 
caused some prejudice against him, 
which, however, was dispelled largely 
when he foreswore American allegiance 
and became a British subject. The pub- 
lic in England only began to take him 
seriously when he carried off the mili- 
tary prize of $20,000, open to the world, 
at Salisbury Plain in August, 1912.

Mrs. George O. Hartman Objects 
to Decision to Place Him in 
Isolation Cabin. 


“ILL END LIFE,” HE SAYS 


Patient, Health Board Physician 
Declares, Will Have to Go to 
Quarantine. 


Mrs. Mary Hartman of %22 Olive 
street Thursday defied Health Depart- 
ment physicians to remove her husband, 
George O. Hartman, 46 years. old, to 
Quarantine for isolation as a leper. 

She declared indignantly, as she sat 
by Hartman’s bedside in the contagious 
ward at the old City Hall, that he was 
not suffering from leprosy, and said 
she would insist on remaining with him.

“T will spend my last cent,“ she said,

at present its only occupant. ‘ he Chi-

Hartman has worked asa restaurant 
man and bartender, his latest job hav- 
ing been in a saloon on Chestnut street 
After his appearance obliged him to quit 
work, he had photographs of the upper 
part of his body taken and showed them 
to some of his friends, who thus came 
to know him as The Tattooed Man.“ 

He sought relief in treatment by a 
physician, and when he showed no im- 
provement, the physician sent him to + 
clinic of the George D. Barnard Skin 
and Cancer Hospital. There tests of 
skin and blood were made which, Dr. 
Woodruff said, proved conttusively thar 
he was a leper, and that the disease had 
gone far in its ravages on his system. 
He may still live 15 or 20 years, the 
physician said. 

One Finger Is Missing. 

The third finger of Hartman’s right 
hand is missing. He told the Health 
Department physicians he lost it as a 
result of a gasoline explosion, but his 
wife, when first questioned about it, 
said a blister caused the finger.to drop 
off. 

Hartman enlisted in the United States 
Army in Sprinfigeld, III., his native city, 
in 1899, and was soon afterward sent to 
the Philippines. On the island of Cebu 
he was detailed as guard for a leper 
camp of nearly 200 persons. 

Once a month, he says, the lepers were 
permitted to leave their camp and to beg 
among the soldiers and the townspeople. 
Physicians say leprosy is generally ac- 
quired only by long association, and 
that, with ordinary care, there is little 
danger to one who has the oversight of 
lepers. But the physicians are inclined 
to believe that the contagion, in Hart- 
man’s case, dates from his exposure to 
the disease in the Philippines. 

Mon Wing and Dong Gong. 

Mon Wing, the Chinese leper now at 
Quarantine, has been there six years, 
and lives in an isolated hut, west of 
the buildings of Koch Hospital. He has 
four times run away, but each time he 
has either been captured and taken 
back, or he has returned voluntarily. 
His last excursion into the outer wortd 
waz made last February. 

Jong Gong, a Chinese whom several 
experts declared in 1901 to be a leper, 
was kept at Quarantine for more than 
two years, and the isolated cabin there 
was built for his occupancy and that 
of a physician whom the city employed 
to treat and to guard him. 

Dr. M. C. Woodruff, then superin- 
tendent of Quarantine, fed Dong Gong 
on pork chops and gave him large doses 
of chaulmoogra ail, an East Indian com- 
pound obnoxious to the taste but which, 
for some reason, lepers are better able 
to take than healthy persons Under 
this treatment, 10 years ago, Dong Gong 
regained his normal appearance, and the 
symptoms of leprosy disappeared. So 
far as medical skill could discern, he 
was cured, so there was nothing to do 
but to release him, and he went free. He 
left St. Louis, and Health Department 
officials have never learned whether 
he later suffered a relapse.

Four Ferguson youths who invaded the 
watermelon patch of James E. Hereford, 
president of the St, Louis County Trust 
Co. in Ferguson Wednesday night, got 
back their wind Thursday morning and 


discovered that their belief that they 
had been shot was incorrect. They were 
a little tired from running, but were un- 
injured. 

‘Hereford has a large melon patch 
which has been attractive to visitors 
after nightfall. Many ripe melons have 
disappeared. Wednesday Hereford’s 
son, James E. Hereford Jr., decided that 
the thefts should stop. 

Four Guards With Shotguns, 

He called to his assistance two of his 
friends, R. S. Hudson and C. E. Hulburt, 
who live near the Hereford place, and 
Lee Williams, an employe on the place 
Each was armed with a shotgun, and 
soon after dark they. assembled in the 
melon patch. There was only one break 
in the High picket fence and near this 
Williams was stationed. 

About 8:30 four youths, each appar- 
ently about 17 years old, cautiously 
crawled through the hole. By previous 
arrangement the guards made no sound 
until the invaders were well into the 
patch. Then at a whistle from ydung 
Hereford four shotguns were fired sim- 
ultaneously into the air, a fusillade 
which aroused nearly all the residents 
of Ferguson. many of whom belleved 
that there had started a pitched battie 
between the Hibernians, who use a para 
near Ferguson and some of the rest 
dents who have been warring on the 
Hibernian picnics. 

Damage Fence tn Facaping. 

‘At the sounds of the shotguns the four 
youths started on a run for the break 
in the fence through which they had 
entered. They found Williams guarding 
it with a shotgun, which he threatened 
to use as a club. They abandoned their 
jntention of going through the breax 
and turned just in time to see three dark 
forms approaching them. They then at- 
tempted to climb over the fence. About 
fifty feet of it was broken down in their 
hurry to escape. 

Young Hereford, Hudson and Hulburt 
chased them for about 30 yards, but 
they escaped in the darkness. 

The melon patch was saved, but Here- 
ford will have to pay for 3 feet of new 
fence.

Senator Declares Secret Investi- 
gation for Five Years Has Had 
That in View. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The flat 


charge that Department of Justice 
agents had investigated Federal Judges 


to influence their action in cases inj: 


which the Government was interested, 
was made in the Senate today by Sena- 
tor Borah and indorsed, parly at least, 
by Senator Norris. 

‘Senator Borah’s charge was brought 
out by a report from Attorney-General 
McReynolds, responding, to a Senate res- 
olution asking where Federal agents 
were investigating Judges. 

The resolution reflected some senti- 
ment aroused in the case of Federal 


Judge Speer of Georgia, whose court had 
been investigated and who had attacked 
the Department of Justice in a public 
speech. The Attorney-General’s reply to 
the inquiry was that any report that the 
Federal Department of Justice was 
maintaining a system of esponionage 
over Judges “was entirely without foun- 
dation.” 
Says It Goes Back Five Seam, 

Borah responded with his charge: 

J know this is a very serious charge,” 
said he, “but I am so reliably informed 
that I make the statement that within 
the last four or five years special agents 
have carried on such investigations with 
a view to influencing Judges.“ 

Senator Norris declared he did not 
have all the information Senator Borah 
had, but that he believed his statements 
wer based on fact. 

The Attorney-General’s report declared 
that only thre Judges had been investi- 
gated. One of those was Robert W. 
Archbald. 

Senator Works, who introduced the 
resolution, denounced the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's report today as “evasive and un- 
satisfactory and announced he would 
make a further demand for informa- 
tion.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
I would like to see in the new charter a clause 
making any officer ineligible for an elective or 


could contribute greatly to a permanent solution 
of the insurance muddle. 

We need sound insurance legislation. Any 
permanent settlement of insurance difficulties 
must rest upon this basis. But a necessary condi- 
tion of sound legislation is knowledge of the sit- 
uation anu ol the measures required to meet it 
and correct tne evils from wuich we are suffer- 
ing. We need full information—we need the 
facts about the present disastrous conditions; we 
need the facts about the experience of other 
states in remedying similar disastrous conditions. 

A qualified commission by collecting and di- 
gesting these facts would pave the way for sound 
legislation. It might also devise an emergency 
plan to avert threatened disaster while satisfac- 
tory legislation is being obtained. 

A commission of this kind appointed by the 
Governor would not supercede any state official 
or assume any official duties or responsibilities. 
its function would be advisory. 

If Gov. Major would adopt the commission plan 
and call an extra session for the coming winter 
to act upon its recommendations he would take 
the best possible course. 

Missouri must do what other states, some of 
which have passed through similar experiences, 
have done; we must have laws under which 
risks may be classified and standardized for the 
elimination of fire waste and the encouragement 
of fire prevention; rates made uniform. We 
must have fire inspection. In short, the State 
and the insurance companies must co-operate un- 
der regulations which will enable the companies 
to do a profitable business and will protect the 
public from combine oppression. ;

The telephone strikers are making a mistake 
in obstructing, after the strike has been declared 
off, the agreement in which they are conceded 
practically everything they asked—annulment of 
the discrimination against union workers, rein- 
statement of old employes, full benefit of sick 
fund, vacations with pay and a promise besides 
ot shorter hours of labor. The assumption by 
the employes that the company has no intention 
of fulfilling the conditions to which it agrees 
would render it impossible ever to adjust any la- 
bor dispute.

Watering Lawn and Flower Beds. 
To the Editor tf the Post-Dispateh. 

As to watering vegetation in hot weather my 
observation leads me to say to St. Loulsans that 
there is a sane way to help conserve the water 
supply during sun hours, when the supply is 
needed for ether purposes; and at the same time 
to give the available sources of supply a possible 
opportunity to fill the entire want at all hours. 
The natural time for plants to absorb moisture 
is at night. When the earth is watered with a 
lot sun overhead, the surface of the earth ig 
baked to a crust, thus preventing the earth from 
absorbing the night moistufe and aleo preventing 
a rain from penetrating the ground. The water 
will thus evaporate withodt dcing any service to 
the reots and growth underneath, and further, 
the use of water under such conditions serve to 
scald or scorch and destrey the living surface 
made by nature to protect them. 

The wrong use of water thus indicated t to 
individual disadvantage; and if lawns and plants 
are watered during the dark, or as nearly so as 
expedient, the most good may be done. An inquiry 
of any knowing agriculturist will show the rea- 
son. 

An authority of one of our leading seed com- 
panies adds to the information that excessive 
watering ‘exposes the roots and kills. 

The senior member of a leading concern of 
national reputation goes on record as saying that 
generally speaking, once a week watering. not 
drenohing, done theroughly so as to fill the soil, 
will be the best.
